In Ancient Peru. 


The silvadors or mtisieal jugs found 


among the Huripl places W Peru are 
most' ingenious specimens ot hniidl- 
work. A silvio in the William S. Vakx 
collection at Philadelphia consists of 
t\vo vases, whose bodies are joined one 
to the other, with a hole or 'opening1 
between them. The neck of one of 
these vases is closed, with the excep- 
tion of a small opening in wnicli 
pipe is inserted .lending to the 
"the whistle.- When a liquid is poured 
into the open-necked vase the air i* 
compressed into the other, and in 
escaping through the narrow opening 
is forced into the whistle, the vibrations 
producing sounds. 
Many --of' these 


sounds represent the notes of birdi; 
ono in the Clav collection of Philadel- 
phia, Pa.,, irnitatei the notes oi the 
robin or some other member ol the 
tlii-iish tribe peculiar to Peru. 
The 


closed upck' of'this double vase is 
modolod into .1 leprcsontatlon of> a 
bird's head, whioh 
irf thrush-like .in 


character. 


Another water ruse in the same col- 


lection, representing a -llama, 'imiUitfur 
the disgusting habit which'this;animal 
possesses of ejecting its saliva when 
enraged.

tube to more complicated forms.

ing of the House committee on agriculture 
yesterday morning live question of the 
general tendencies In the investigation 
being made by the comml ttee In connection 
with the confederation of tbe bill to tax 
compound lai-J was discussed. Members 
of the committee held that unless there 
was a limit fixed, the counsel represent- 
ing tho two «i«ea of the question, in their 
contentions, would do great Injustice to 
American meats and hog products gener- 
ally In foreign markets, and do violence 
to the export trade. 
Several members defended the Ameri- 


can boR, and held that In this investiga- 
tion, no argument or testimony should be 
permitted, except that which bad a direct 
bearing upon tbo \yliolosomeuess of tho 
various brands of lard. 


Mr. Laird, of Nebraska, said that in the 


Interest of bis constituency In particular, 
and hog producers In tbo great West In 
general, ho wanted to have this Investi- 
gation confined to Its legitimate channels. 
Ho said that there seemed to be a repre- 
sonlativo present before the commlttoo 
by counsel for every Interest except the 
producer; that thn producersof Nebraska. 
Slls-iourl, lown, Kansas and Illinois, to- 
gether with tho consumers, were She 
actual parties Interested In this Investlga 
tlon, yet wore the only ones not beard; 
that ho thoti'.'lit It time for somebody to 
speak for tho honor of the American hog, 
mid ho contended that neither the com- 
mittee nor Congress should allow a petty 
contention between competing tradesmen 
to bring wholesale disaster upon tho 
beads of tho innocent producers ot the 
Wont. 
"As a matter of history," sold Mr.

To this fact 
may bo bo referred much of the Interest 
which, n« o matter of business, Is mani- 
fested by certain parties to this Investi- 
gation."

THE CYCLONK IN GBOBGIA. 


Devastation and Death Spread Brood' 
oast Throughout tho State. 


ATLANTA, Ga., March 22.—Advices re- 


ceived last night show that the oyclont 
which visited Georgia Monday night was 
much more destructive than at first sup 
posed, a number ot deaths having result- 
ed as well at great damage to property. 
Ai far ai known, the towns of Coohran, 
Eastman and Lumber City, In ttie south' 
ern part ot the State, were the moit se- 
rarely stricken.

A house occupied by a woman and sever 
ai children was blown to kindling wood, 
but none of the Inmates were injured, i 
negro was killed la the town ot Austatl 
A great number of churches are de- 
stroyed, especially those of the colored 
people, whlob a»a rule were poorly built 
The lumber regions have suffered greatly 


The storm began In the southern por 


tlon of the State and passed ont to the 
northward.

down In all directions, and the Informs 
tton received thus far has been from pas 
sengers on Incoming trains. It is feared 
that when the back counties are heard 
from, the lists of deaths and Injurloa 
and the stories of devastation will be 
greatly added to.
